VALUE GAINS FAR IN EXCESS 
OF VOLUME EXPANSION IN 
PETROLEUM EXPORTS. 


While the record of November 
ports petroleum and its products 
decline from the October 
statistics in both volume and value, the 
returns for eleven montis of the year 
indicate that value gains have been 
materially in excess of volume expan- 
sion based on the figures for the cor- 
responding period of 1912. On this 
comparison the only setback was in 
the volume record of lubricating oil, 
although the value of the later exports 
surpassed those of the former interval. 
The general totals of mineral oil ship- 
ments for the current eleven months 
do not show quite as favorable an ex- 
pansion as marked the ten months’ ag- 
gregates. Over the longer period are 
noted 1,892,300,969 gallons, valued at 
$133,429,522, in 1913, and 1,701,117,070 
($112,216,688) in 1912, repre- 
senting gains of 11.24 per cent. in vol- 
ume and of 19 per cent. in value, and 
comparing with 13.31 and 21.14 per 
cent., respectively, covering the ten 
months’ increase.

The foreign markets for illuminating 
oil continue to show moderate expan- 
sion, but the November returns failed 
to sustain the percentage of gains for 
eleven months as marking the exports 
for ten months. For the current period 
ending November the movement com- 
prised 998,092,642 gallons ($64,321,562), 
as against 942,166,661 gallons ($57,022,- 
259) for the same time a year ago, sig- 
nifying increases of 5.94 per cent. in 
volume and 12.80 per cent. in value. 
Covering the ten months statistics 
were shown gains of 8.67 per cent. in 
volume and of 14.64 per cent. in value, 

Lubricating oils constitute the next 
important branch of the petroleum ex- 
port industry. The current eleven 
months’ returns indicate a slight dis- 





paragement in their relation to the 
former period as compared with the 
ten months’ figures, Shipments for 


eleven months of the year reached 186,- 
943,342 gallons ($26,801,234), as against 
197,132,074 gallons ($25,646,465) as the 
previous record, representing a loss of 
5.17 per cent. in volume, but a gain of 
4.50 per cent. in value. On the ten 
months’ comparison were shown a de- 
cline of 4.46 per cent. in volume and 
an increase of 5.14 per cent. in value. 
The feature of exports of the naph- 
thas, gasoline and allied products for 
the eleven months of this year is the 
sharp outstripping of value over vol- 
ume gain, marking a wider proportion 
than was indicat:d on the ten months’

HARVESTING OF MEXICAN VA- 
NILLA CROP PRACTICALLY 
ASSURED. 


The concern which has been occa- 
sioned during the last few months 
over the havesting of the new Mexican 
vanilla crop on account of the unset- 
tled state of the country’s affairs has 
been relieved to a considerable extent 


by late advices from the growing 
and curing districts, indicating that 


fully two-thirds of the beans are now 
in the curers’ hands awaiting treat- 
ment for the distributing trade. It 
was feared that the difficulty in get- 


ting funds into curers’ hands might 
upset the usual operations for the 
sreen beans between the curers and 


the Indian growers, as the latter have 


always disposed of their beans on a 


cash silver basis. Details as to how 
negotiations were carried on for this 
season’s crop have not been received 


in the local trade, but it is presumed 
ihat where ready cash was not to be 
had, the Indians were satisfied to ex- 


tend credit rather than take the 
chances of holding their beans. The 
curers are now said to have under 


their control about as many beans as 
represented the entire crop of last sea- 
son, as the current production is esti- 
mated at one-quarter larger, as well as 
of equaly good quality. 

There are still questions as to what 
the effect of the political disturbances 
in Mexico may be upon the curing and 
shipment of the beans out of the coyn- 
try, but the risks involved are com- 
paratively remote at this time and are 
causing no particular anxiety among 
dealers. There is no market for cured 
beans in Mexico and there would seem 
to be no incentive in them to the 
marauding bands of so-called revolu- 
tionists unless as a means of currency 
extortion. Any serious hold-up in the 
export movement is feared only in the 
event of the rebels controlling the 
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Vera Cruz seaboard. Among some 
members of the local trade the ques- 
tion of assuring a high quality for this 
season's cured beans is engrossing at- 
tention, the experiences of two 
years ago, when a considerable part of 
the crop was subjected to hurried and 
faulty curing, resulfing in heavy de- 
preciation, left too keen an impression 
to be easily overlooked. In a measure 
the rush to get the cured beans out 
of the country at that time was due to 
the fear of political uprisings. A sharp 
advance in values after the curers had 
contracted for the sale of nearly all of 
their beans was another cause of the 
indifference of curers to the condition 
of the beans. A new factor may enter 
into consideration for the expedition 
of this season’s curing, the advantages 
that would flow from the disposal of 
the beans while the rate of exchange 
was maintained at anything like its 
present premium. An American gold 
dollar now commands about $2.65@2.70 
in Mexican silver currency, whereas, 
under normal conditions it is worth 
$2.05. Offers are still being made of 
new beans for shipment on a practical- 
ly cost basis to the curers, as they 
will be content to take their profit in 
the prevailing exchange basis. Dealers 
have given no encouragement to these 
early speculative negotiations, and in 
some of the leading import quarters 
more than the usual element of con- 
servation will be fostered in the clos- 
ing of engagements with the curers on 
the hopes of insuring full measure of 
time for curing and a quality and 
preservation safeguard to the new 
beans. While the harvesting of green 
beans has been earlier than usual this 
season, there has been some delay in 
the purchase of cuts by the curers. 
This is accounted for by the fact that 
the bulk of the cuts comes from the 
French colonies in Mexico and the 
views of holders have been buoyed to 
restrictive limits by the bullish re- 
ports on Bourbons from the markets 
in France. Even the high rate of ex- 
change is apparently too much of an 
element of speculation to tempt curers 
to operate for cuts at a level that is 
said to be out of proportion to the 
basis for beans,

sOth crushers and traders have been 
playing a waiting game. Of course, the 
holiday season and the fact that Decem- 
ber settlement was at hand and that of 
January not so very far off have formed 
the combination of circumstances that 
have caused the lull. But those who are 
holding flax are not anxious to get rid 
of it, for the reason that they want to 
see what is going to happen in view of 
the extraordinarily low amount of re- 


ceipts. And, on the other hand, the 
crushers are not in the mood to buy, for 
they are stopping at nothing to keep the 
market down. 


It is believed more firmly than ever

Mr. Swan held 
the presidency of this concern until 1900, 
when he accepted an offer to become 
president of the Rubber Goods Manufac- 
turing Company, a corporation capital- 
ized at $26,000,000. He succeeded in put- 
ting this company on a sound financial 
basis. 

He purchased the oil and grease busi- 
ness of Cooke Brothers in 194, and later 


acquired this company’s plant at Eliza- 
bethport, N. J. The business was incor- 
porated in 1907 under the present style of 
Alden S. Swan & Co.

The undertone was fairly steady in 
sympathy with raw materials. Prices 
were repeated as follows:—Twenty-de- 
gree cold test, 96@98c.; 30-degree cold 
test, 88@90c.; 40-degree cold test, 82@ 
84c.; prime, 64@65c.; dark, 58@60c. per 
gallon. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Dec. 51, 1915 

The business consummated in neatsfot oil 
at Chicago during the week was of even 
smaller proportions than that of the preceding 
period. The extreme dullness of this market 
was attributed largely to the holidays, wt 
have caused many in the trade to pay less at 
tention to business affairs. Taking of inven 
tories by many also restricted the trade to some 
extent. Prices were held without change, and 
follow:—Pure 30 degrees cold test neatsfoot 
oil, 90c. a gallon; extra, 60c.; No. 1, Séc. 
Tallow oils also suffered from lack of attention, 
but values in this line were also held un-

changed, holders again asking 63c. a gallon for 
the pure description and 65c. for the acidless. 

RED OIL.—Prices were firm at the 
close, but no actual changes were not- 
ed. Business done was routine, with 
most dealers holding off until after 
the holiday season. Elaine was quoted 
at 6@61%4c. per pound, with some sell- 
ers firm at the high figure. Saponi- 
fied red oil was held from 614c. to Tc. 
per pound, as to quality and quantity. 

STEARIC ACID.—The week closed 
with prices on all grades unchanged. 
Business was quiet, and sales noted 
were mostly for No. 1 in jobbing quan- 
tities. The undertone was firm on 
moderate offerings. No. 1 closed at 
10@10%c., with the No. 2, or single 
pressed, at 9@9%4c. per pound. Special 
grades were quoted from lic. to 12\%c. 
per pound. 

SOD OIL.—Supplies of sod oil were 
offered freely on the basis of 34@35c. 
per gallon. The demand was wholly 
routine in character. 

SEAL OIL.—Light' stocks 
prices to hold firm in spite of the 
lack of demand. At the close second 
hands were asking from 53c. to 55c. 
per gallon, as to quantity. 

SPERM AND WHALE OIL.—There 
were no changes in the crude market 
at New Bedford. With offerings light, 
sellers were inclined to hold out for 
higher prices. Refined grades met 
with a limited jobbing demand and 
prices were more or less nominal.

OBITUARY. 


John ‘H,. Schumann. 

John H. Schumann, founder of the firm 
of Moller & Schumann Co., of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., varnish manufacturers, died at 
his home in that city on December 31, 
1913, after a year’s illness, He was sev- 
enty-feur years old. Mr. Schumann was 
engaged in the varnish business for near- 
ly half a century, and was well known in 
banking, fraternal and civie circles, and 
actively interested in politics. 

Born in Manheim, Germany, January 29, 
1840, he came to this country about sixty 
years ago. In 1863, under the firm name 
of Moller, Knaepp & Co., he started in 
the varnish manufacturing business in 
Broklyn. He bought out the entire busi- 
ness, and in 1878 erected a large manufac- 
turing plant. He was active in business 
until four years ago, when complete 
management was taken over by his four 
sons, and is now known as the Moller 
& Schumann Co. 

Mr. Schumann was president of the 
German Savings Bank, of Brooklyn, and 
a director in the Title Guarantee and 
Trust Company. He was a charter mem- 
ber and vice-president of the Broadway 
Bank, and a charter member of the Man- 
ufacturers’ Association, of New York.

Alexandria Senna Production. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Jan. 2, 1914. 


In connection with some statistics 
which are sent to the Bureau of Foreign 
Domestic Commerce by Consul Garrels, 
of Alexandria, Egypt, regarding the im- 
ports of senna from the Sudan Valley, a 
general account is given, in brief form, 
as to the senna production of that part 
of Kgypt. 

It appears from these statistics that 
senna has been sent out of the Sudan 
during the first six months of the pres- 
ent year to the quantity of 1,164,459 pounds, 
valued at $30,380. The United States re- 
ceived of this product about 109,000 pounds, 
The total exports of senna to the United 
States from Egypt is recorded by the 
otiicials here as aggregating about $86,000 
worth, or more than twenty times the ag- 
gregate received from the Sudan region. 

In commenting upon this senna pro- 
duction and importation from the Sudan 
region this report says:—‘‘The senna ex- 





ported from Egypt is gathered from 
shrubs growing wild in the Anglo- 


Egyptian Sudan and the Red Sea dis- 
tricts of Arabia. The Sudan variety is 





the Cassia acutifolia, which furnishes 
what is known as Alexandrian senna. and 
the Arabian is the Cassia augustifoli, 


which supplies the senna called Mecca, 
\rabian or Indian. Senna is gathered 
once a year, in October, the size and 
quality of the crop depending upon the 
abundance of the raintall. The leaves and 
fruit are allowed to dry on the 
branches. The product is classified in four 
grades, as follows:—Whole leaves, half 
leaves, broken bits, and fruit (bean). 
Senna, not being a product of Egypt, is 
not taken note of in any governmental 
agricultural publications and is not spe- 
ecified in Egyptian customs statistics. The 
Sudan Government quotes the prices of 
senna at the various villages in its 
monthly price current, but these prices 
are of little value as a criterion of either 
the crop or the market conditions, being 
the prices paid for the unassorted and un- 
graded product as it comes from the 
trees.”’ 
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Large Annual Waste of Fertilizer 
Materials. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Jan. 2, 1914. 
A review has been made by the officials 
of the Office of Information, Department 
of Agriculture, of the monograph recently 
issued by the department in regard to 
fertilizer material. Attention is called in 
this review to the great waste of fer- 
tilizer material as a result of only 25 per 
cent. of tankage developed in the country 
being made available, while the loss in 
products in the distillation of coal 

amounts to millions of dollars’ worth. 


It is stated that 75 per cent. of the 
highly valuable fertilizer material which 
might be produced from the slaughtering 
of food animals in the country districts 
is permitted to go to waste, and that 
approximately $22,000,000 worth of am- 
monia, from which ammonium sulphate 
might be obtained, is allowed to go to 
waste annually in the manufacture of 
coke by the beehive type of coke oven. 

An estimate is made by the ofticiais 
that approximately 222,000 tons of tankage 
and ‘9,000 tons of dried blood are pro- 
duced in the country slaughter houses 
which might be utilized as fertilizer ma- 
terial. The nitrogen content of tankage 
is stated to vary from 5 to 8 per cent., 
and the phosphoric acid content between 
5 and 12 per cent. 

In discussing these points as to waste 
of fertilizer material the officials say:— 

The introduction of a co-operative system 
among American farmers undoubtedly would 
result in an increased utilization of blood and 
tankage for fertilizing purposes. In Denmark 
country killing is being practiced on a co-oper- 
ative basis in small country abattoirs, and 
the blood is carefully preserved. 

The loss of ammonium sulphate, which com- 
pares favorably with sodium nitrate as a plant 
stimulant in the distillation of coal for the 
production of coke, is described in the bulletin 
as follows:— 

In the main, coal is distilled in this 

country in that form of coke oven, the 
beehive oven which does not admit of 
the recovery of the distillation products. 
Instead, they are allowed to go to waste. 
So we are indebted to the by-product 
recovery oven for the main supply of 
ammonium sulphate. The amount re- 
covered is valued at about $4,000,000, 
while the recoverable ammonia annually 
destroyed in the coking processes by the 
beehive ovens is valued at $22,000,000. 
* * * At the beginning of 1912 there 
were 4,625 by-product coke ovens in 
operation in the United States and 698 
building. 

The great product of Chile, sodium nitrate, 
possesses less nitrogen content (15.5 per cent.) 
than ammonium sulphate. The United States, 
however, imports a great quantity (in 1911 
70,000 tons) for use in agriculture, owing to 
the deficient supply of other fertilizers in this 
country. This is only a small part of the total 
amount of sodium nitrate America imports 
yearly from Chile, as it has many other uses. 
The more intensive agriculture of recent years 
has emphasized the demand for nitrates, and 
the fact that the Chilean beds of nitrates have 
been surveyed and figures have been obtained 
which make possible a fairly close estimate 
of the amount of nitrate remaining there 
should stimulate the manufacture of _ nitro- 
genous substances suitable for fertilizer manu- 
facture, and serve as a warning against undue 
waste. 

Artificial nitrates have become commercially 
important to supply the demand in this coun- 
try, calcium cyanamide being perhaps the 
most nitrogenous material manufactured for 
fertilizer purposes. It is prepared from cal- 
cium carbide and free nitrogen, the latter be- 
ing prepared from the atmosphere by the re- 
moval of oxygen. This industry is considered 
to be as yet only in its infancy, and with the 
increased capacity of existing factories and ex- 
tensions now under way should prove an im- 
portant factor in the present source of nitro- 
genous fertilizers.

Portugese Patent Medicine Regulations 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 26, 1913. 
From government resources in Portu- 
gal there has been received, at the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, 
a decree issued by the Government of 
Portugal, under date of October 14, 1913, 
giving regulations for the importation, 
labeling, stamping and sale of foreign 
and domestic patent medicines, as fol- 
lows:— 


The term ‘patent medicines,’* as used in 
these regulations, includes secret remedies, 
medicinal soap, medicinal mineral waters, and 
pharmaceutical preparations in general, with 
the following exceptions:—Products mentioned 
in the Portuguese Pharmacopeia, labeled and 
described in accordance with the precise des- 
ignations given in the Pharmacopeeia, toilet 
articles not labeled or described as possessing 
medicinal properties, physicians’ prescriptions, 
vaccines, surgical dressings and _ invalids’ 
foods. 
Patent medicines as defined, except those pre- 
pared for export and samples, are subject t 
a stamp tax. On those of Portuguese manu 
facture in general the rate is 0.01 escudo 
(paper escudo equals about 90 cents) per re- 
tail package. If the label on a package of pat- 
ent medicine of Portuguese manufacture is i 
a foreign language, or, in certain instances 
bears a foreign name, the rate is 0.05 escudo 
—the same as for patent medicines manufac- 
tured abroad and imported ready for sale. Or 
patent medicines manufactured abroad and im- 
ported into Portugal the rates applicable are as 
follows: Escudo:
